Warrants detail 
Newtown shooter’s 
cache of weapons 

Newtown, Conn. 

When Adam Lanza walked out of 
his house for the last time, he left 
behind firearms and knives and 
more than 1,600 rounds of ammu- 
nition — taking only four guns. 
They would suffice. 

He loaded the weapons into his 
car, drove to Sandy 
Hook Elementary 
School, blasted his 
way into the build- 
ing and within 
five minutes fired 
off 154 shots with 
a Bushmaster 
.223-caliber rifle. 
Having fatally shot 20 first-grad- 
ers and six educators, he killed him- 
self with a final, single shot from a 
Clock handgun. He still had more 
than 100 rifle bullets at hand. 

Warrants released Thursday pro- 
vide the most insight to date into 
the world of the 20-year-old gun- 
man, a recluse who played violent 


video games in a house packed with 
weaponry that was all too real. The 
inventory of items taken from the 
spacious, colonial-style home includ- 
ed books on autism, a vast array of 
weapon paraphernalia, and images 
of what appears to be a dead per- 


son covered with plastic and blood. 

A gun locker in Lanza’s bed- 
room contained a metal bayonet, 
three samurai swords, a .323-cal- 
iber bolt-action rifle, a .22-caliber 
Savage Mark II rifle and a .22-cal- 
iber Volcanic starter pistol. There 


was literature that included a news 
article on a 2008 shooting at North- 
ern Illinois University and a Nation- 
al Rifle Association guide to pistol 
shooting. 

In a duffel bag, investigators 
found ear and eye protection, bin- 
oculars, paper targets and an NRA 
certificate that belonged to Adam 
Lanza. The NRA said Lanza was 
not a member. 

All of the weapons used in the 
shooting apparently had been pur- 
chased by Lanza’s mother, Nancy, 
with whom he lived, prosecutor Ste- 
phen J. Sedensky III said in a state- 
ment accompanying the warrants. 

She was found dead in her bed; 
Adam Lanza had shot her the morn- 
ing of the massacre, Dec. 14. Author- 
ities also found a holiday card from 
Nancy Lanza containing a check 
made out to her son for the pur- 
chase of another firearm. 

Connecticut Gov. Dannel R Mal- 
loy expressed incredulity over the 
access that the troubled young man 
had to a cache of weapons. 

“How anyone would have main- 
tained that household that way is 
difficult to understand,” he said.

CDC hopes graphic 
anti-smoking ads 
will help people quit 

New York 

Government health officials on 
Thursday launched the second 
round of a graphic ad campaign 
that is designed to get smokers 
off tobacco, saying they believe 
the last effort persuaded tens of 
thousands to quit. 

The ads feature sad, real-life sto- 
ries: There is Terrie, a North Caro- 
lina woman who lost her voice box. 
Bill, a diabetic smoker from Mich- 
igan who lost his leg. And Aden, a 
7-year-old boy from New York who 
has asthma attacks from second- 
hand smoke. 

“Most smokers want to quit. 
These ads encourage them to try,” 
said Dr. Tom Frieden, director of 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

The CDC campaign cost 
$48 million and includes TV, radio 
and online spots as well as print 
ads and billboards. 


The spending comes as the 
agency is facing a tough budget 
squeeze, but officials say the ads 
should more than pay for them- 
selves by averting future medical 
costs to society. Smoking is the 
leading cause of preventable ill- 
ness and death in the United States. 

Last year’s similar $54 million 
campaign was the agency’s first 
and largest national advertising 
effort. The government deemed 
it a success: That campaign trig- 
gered an increase of 200,000 calls 


to quit lines. 

After decades of decline, the 
adult smoking rate has stalled at 
roughly 20 percent in recent years. 
Advocates say the campaign pro- 
vides a necessary jolt to a weary pub- 
lic that has been listening to govern- 
ment warnings about the dangers of 
smoking for nearly 50 years. 

“There is an urgent need to con- 
tinue this campaign,” said Matthew 
Myers, president of the Campaign 
for Tobacco-Free Kids, in a state- 
ment.

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U.S. Flexes Air Power in S. Korea 


2 bombers join drills 
in a move likely to 
infuriate the North 

Seoul, S. Korea 

In a show of force following weeks 
of North Korean bluster, the U.S. 
on Thursday took the unprecedent- 
ed step of announcing that two of 
its nuclear-capable B-2 bombers 
joined joint military drills with 
South Korea, dropping dummy 
munitions on an island range. 

The announcement is likely to 
further enrage Pyongyang, which 
has issued a flood of ominous state- 
ments to highlight displeasure over 
the drills and U.N. sanctions over 


its nuclear test last month. But 
there were signs Thursday that it 
is willing to go only so far. 

A North Korean industrial plant 
operated with South Korean know- 
how was running normally, despite 
the North’s shutdown a day earli- 
er of communication lines used to 
move workers and goods across the 
border to the Kaesong complex. 

U.S. Forces Korea said in a state- 
ment that the B-2 stealth bombers 
flew from a U.S. air base in Mis- 
souri and dropped dummy muni- 
tions on the South Korean island 
range before returning home. It was 
unclear whether America’s stealth 
bombers were used in past annu- 
al drills with South Korea, but this 
is the first time the military has

announced their use. 

The statement follows an earli- 
er U.S. announcement that nucle- 
ar-capable B-52 bombers partici- 
pated in the joint military drills. 

The announcement will like- 


ly draw a strong response from 
Pyongyang. North Korea sees the 
military drills as part of a U.S. plot 
to invade and becomes particular- 
ly upset about U.S. nuclear activi- 
ties in the region. Washington and 
Seoul say the drills are routine. 

North Korea has already threat- 
ened nuclear strikes on Washing- 
ton and Seoul in recent weeks. It 
said Wednesday there was no need 
for communication in a situation 
“where a war may break out at any 
moment.” Earlier this month, it said 
that it considers void the armistice 
that ended the Korean War in 1953. 

Analysts see a full-blown North 
Korean attack as unlikely, though 
there are fears of a more localized

Myanmar Warns 
It May Use Force 
To Stop Rioting 

Yangon, Myanmar 

Myanmar President Thein Sein 
said Thursday that his government 
will use force if necessary to quell 
deadly religious rioting that start- 
ed last week, as attacks on Mus- 
lims by Buddhist mobs continued 
in several towns. 

In his first public comments on 
the violence, Thein Sein warned in 
a televised speech that he would 
make all legal efforts to stop “polit- 
ical opportunists and religious 
extremists” trying to sow hatred 
between faiths. 

Police announced Thursday that 
42 people have been killed, 37 reli- 
gious buildings and 1,227 houses 
have been damaged or destroyed, 
and 68 arrests have been made in 
the three affected regions since 
the unrest started March 20. (ap)

Moving Targets 

You have to worry about getting hit if you’re playing 
dodgeball. You shouldn't have to if you’re taking a 
walk and obeying traffic laws. At least, that was 
my theory before I started reading stories nearly 
every day about pedestrians getting knocked over. 


On Tuesday morning, a woman 
was smacked by a car in a residen- 
tial Bethesda neighborhood. Later 
that day, a driver struck three peo- 
ple near a bus stop in Northwest. On 
Wednesday, it was three people at a 
bus stop in Northeast. And a week 
ago, it was 71-year-old Ruby Whit- 
field, who was in a marked cross- 
walk by New Samaritan Baptist 
Church on Florida Avenue when she 
was fatally hit by a drunken driver. 

At a vigil held at the church Tues- 
day night to honor Whitfield, Mayor 
Vincent Gray promised to install a 
traffic signal in front of the church. 
And while that’s a nice gesture — 


and a helpful one for other folks 
in the neighborhood — it doesn’t 
address the larger pedestrian prob- 
lem we seem to have here. 

The Twitterverse responded to 
the spike in incidents with “#pedes- 
triansafetytips” — tongue-in-cheek 
suggestions of how we should con- 
duct ourselves when on two feet. 

“Make eye contact w drivers b4 
entering the street — they might 
lipread your last words & pass 
them on to your family,” suggested 
@mcmoots. “Before crossing, look 
right, then left, then right again. 
Then left again, then right, then, 
screw it, go back home,” offered 


@ schonbergerben. 

Several of my favorites (includ- 
ing “Walking across the street is 
good exercise. But running out of the 
way is EVEN BETTER Win/win!”) 
came from @bikepedantic, other- 
wise known as 37-year-old trans- 
portation planner 
Darren Buck. The 
Arlington resident 
hopes the gallows 
humor highlights 
a serious problem: 
“We accept so many 
of these incidents as 
accidents. People get- 
ting hit by cars isn’t 
a natural thing. It’s preventable.” 

The District Department of 
Transportation has been address- 
ing the problem by putting in traf- 
fic signals with leading pedestri- 
an intervals (that’s when the walk 
sign flips on a few seconds before 
a green light to give pedestrians 
a head start into an intersection). 
D.C. Council member Mary Cheh 
noted the improvement at the start 
of a hearing Monday dealing with 
pedestrian and bicycle safety. 

Advisory Neighborhood Com- 
missioner Noah Smith was there 
to testify about his pet peeve: con- 
struction projects that block side- 
walks and bike lanes. Smith’s district 
includes the intersection of 14th and 
U streets NW, one of the city’s most 
accident-prone. It doesn’t help that 
developers are working on both sides 
of 14th Street, and while the project 
on the east side provides a protect- 
ed walkway, the west side’s doesn’t. 
His constituents demand sidewalks. 

Giving pedestrians a fair share 
of the road is a no-brainer. Forc- 
ing drivers to pay attention to foot 
traffic should be, too. 

Although I don’t dispute the wis- 
dom of @twjpdx23 — “One great 
way to make sure you’re visible is 
to set yourself on fire before cross- 
ing the street” — there has to be an 
easier way to get noticed.

Welcome to 
A Beer Town 

This week’s Craft Brewers Conference 
puts D.C. suds in the national spotlight 


Washington 

After this week, D.C.’s reputation will 
never be the same. When the 2013 
Craft Brewers Conference comes to 
an end today, nobody will blink if you 
call us a beer town. 

In just a few years, the nation’s 
capital has gone from having no brew- 
eries and a humble scene to having 
one of the most distinctive beer cul- 
tures in the country. 

After the Heurig Brewery closed 
in 1956, making way for the Kenne- 
dy Center, there hadn’t been a brew- 
ery in the district until 2011, when DC 
Brau opened its doors at 3178 Blad- 
ensburg Road NE. Now there are 
three within the city’s limits, and two 
more are in the works. Since 2008, 
at least 11 have opened if you include 
certain suburbs. 


The Brewers Association’s annual 
gathering is the Super Bowl of craft 
beer — a product that comes from tra- 
ditional, independent breweries of a 
certain size. The event brings togeth- 
er brewers, distributors, retailers, 
enthusiasts and professionals of all 
sorts. But it isn’t held just an 3 rwhere. 

“I’ve always seen CBC go down 
somewhere else, or read about it,” said 
Drew Swift, the general manager at 
Meridian Pint in Columbia Heights. 
“For us to be chosen means that peo- 
ple are finally recognizing the scene 
and giving it some respect.” 

That respect is not easy to come by, 
especially from veteran West Coast- 
ers. “Coming from Seattle, you get 
quite a few eclectic styles,” said beer 
enthusiast Dalona Foster while visit- 
ing the soon-to-open Bluejacket brew- 
ery near Nationals Park. But “each

that hasn’t opened with craft beer.” 

But what makes a good beer town? 
It’s not just the beer. Or the brewer- 
ies.

“What I’m consistently impressed 
by is how it’s not just the beer geeks 
that are into the beer anymore,” said 
Greg Engert, beer director for the 
Neighborhood Restaurant Group. 
“It’s everybody.” 


brewery [here] has their own unique 
twist to offer ... I’m pretty impressed.” 

Many see the recent growth as 
just the beginning. 

“It’s no accident that we chose 
D.C. to start our brewery up,” said 
Will Durgin, who formerly worked 
for Oregon’s Pyramid Brewery and 
is now the head brewer at Atlas Brew 
Works, which aims to open this year 
at 2052 West Virginia Ave. NE. “The 
potential here is absolutely gigantic.” 

Though Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia have traditionally been consid- 
ered the front-runners as beer cities 
in the mid-Atlantic, the Washington 
area has arrived to the scene. 

“It used to be that we were very 
much a little brother to Philly,” said 
Sam Fitz, the beer director at Merid- 
ian Pint. There is an argument that 
we’ve surpassed them as “one of, if 
not [the], premier East Coast beer 
scenes,” he said. “I can’t think of a 
bar that’s opened in the past two years

D.C. resident Irina King happi- 
ly enjoyed a New Belgium Rampant 
Imperial IPA at Smith Commons on 
Tuesday during its Masters of the 
Craft Beer Universe event series.

“In New York, in 
Charleston, in the South, it’s nothing 
like here. People love beer here. And 
they appreciate the fact that it’s from 
D.C., it’s homegrown. It’s not a fad.” 

Dan Kopman, co-founder of 
Schlafly Beer and a lobbyist for the 
Brewers Association, summed up 
why D.C. is a unique beer experience: 
There is an international community 
that demands imports and there are 
people from around the country who 
are interested in their hometown or 
regional beers. “You overlay that with 
new breweries starting up here in the 
District and it just creates this synergy 
of international, national, [and] local,” 
Kopman said on the floor of the trade 
show Wednesday. “You won’t get that

Mr. Beer Goes to Washington 

Besides the size of the venue, the decision to bring this year’s Craft Brewers 
Conference to D.C. was also policy-related. On Tuesday, more than 200 brewery 
owners, CEOs and employees lobbied on Capitol Hill to gain support for new federal 
excise tax legislation. “The decision to come here first started getting momentum 
in 2009," said Bob Pease, chief operating officer of the Brewers Association. “The 
vision at that time was that we would come here and we would have hundreds of 
our members engage in some type of advocacy effort [and] that Washington would 
blossom into a great craft beer community ... Much of that has come to fruition." c.y.

Gray Releases Budget 



Mayor calls for new 
spending initiatives, 
no new taxes or fees 

Washington 

D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray is pro- 
posing a $10.1 billion budget that 
includes new spending on afford- 
able housing, libraries and police 
and fire department vehicles. 

The district ended the past fiscal 
year with a more than $400 mil- 
lion surplus. While most went into 
the city’s reserve fund, Gray is pro- 
posing new spending because the 
city’s income, corporate and sales 
taxes are expected to keep growing. 


The budget includes no new 
taxes or fees. It also includes no 
tax reductions beyond eliminat- 
ing an unpopular tax on munici- 
pal bonds from other states. 

Major new initiatives include 
$100 million in new spending on 


affordable housing and a $103 mil- 
lion renovation of the city’s cen- 
tral library. 

Gray also is proposing $8 mil- 
lion for new fire department vehi- 
cles and $7.2 million for police 
vehicles, (ap) 


Debate Over Arlington 
Streetcar Gets Heated 


Washington 

The fate of the Columbia Pike 
streetcar project may be in the 
hands this spring of federal tran- 
sit authorities who are deciding 
whether to fund it, but for the 350- 
plus Arlingtonians who turned 
out to a sometimes raucous forum 
Wednesday night, the issue was all 
about local choices. 

The $250 million streetcar sys- 
tem, from Baileys Crossroads to 
Pentagon City, has been in plan- 
ning stages for 15 years. But as 
the county awaits word on feder- 
al funding, opposition to the line 
has grown and organized, based 
on the argument that a modern 
bus rapid transit system would do 


nearly the same job and would be 
as much as $200 million cheaper. 

Pro- and anti-streetcar fac- 
tions had it out in Kenmore Middle 
School as a moderator struggled to 
keep the rowdy crowd in control. 

The county staff and four of the 
five elected board members said a 
streetcar line is needed because it 
can carry about twice as many pas- 
sengers as a bus can and an esti- 
mated 14,000 new apartments and 
condos will be built in the area in 
the next decade or two. 

But many current Columbia 
Pike residents, who pay some of the 
most affordable rents in the coun- 
ty, worry that they will be driven

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When the Nationals shut down Stephen Strasburg last September, 

it was with the young pitcher's long-term health in mind. Entering the 2013 season, 
the 24-year-old no longer has that highly disputed innings limit, and Strasburg is 
expected to be the ace on one of the top rotations in all of baseball. 


The Nationals’ decision to sit Stras- 
burg drew plenty of criticism, con- 
sidering the right-hander was healthy 
and performing at an elite level when 
Washington took him out of the rota- 
tion. He was 15-6 with a 3.16 ERA in 
his first full season back since under- 
going Tommy John surgery. 

But now Strasburg appears poised 
for the long haul, evidenced by the 
amount of pitches he’s thrown this 
spring.

in a 4-2 loss. In his major league career, 
Strasburg has surpassed the 93-pitch 
mark in only 24 starts. The reins on 
the Nats’ opening day starter seem to 
have loosened. 

“It’s starting to click a little bit,” 
Strasburg told The Washington Post. 
“The biggest thing is not really stress- 


ing about how the ball feels at the end. 
You’re still kind of building. I know 
that the more times I get out there 
and get my pitch count up. I’m going 
to feel just exactly the same as I came 
into the game.” 

While Strasburg garners most of 
the attention, he’s part of one of the 
deepest pitching staffs in the league. 

Gio Gonzalez, Jordan Zimmer- 
mann, Ross Detwiler and Dan Haren 
round out a young and talented rota- 
tion that could accomplish a lot in

2013. A season ago, Gonzalez, Zim- 
mermann and Detwiler combined for 
an ERA of 3.06 and 465 strikeouts. 
Haren signed a one-year deal with the 
Nationals this offseason and hopes to 
bounce back from a down 2012 sea- 
son (12-13, 4.33 ERA) with the Angels. 

Many national pundits are buying 
into the hype surrounding this year’s 
Washington team, mostly because of 
what’s expected out of its pitchers. 
Both Sports Illustrated and ESPN 
The Magazine picked the Nationals 
to win the World Series. 

On top of team honors, both Stras- 
burg and 20-year-old Bryce Harper 
are predicted to win Gy Young and NL 
MVP, respectively, in preseason predic- 
tions by Sports Illustrated reporters. 

Harper, who won NL rookie of the 
year as a teenager last season, raised 
his batting average to .484 this spring 
after he reached base for an 11th- 
straight at-bat Wednesday. 

Expectations will be at an all- 
time high for the first time since the 
Nationals moved to Washington in 
2005.

How do you ensure you are renting out your home or apartment 
legally? Check with your municipality's office of regulatory affairs, 
such as the D.C. Department of Consumer and Regulatory Affairs 
(1100 Fourth St. SW, 202-442-4400, Dcra.dc.gov) to learn howto 
keep things on the up-and-up. “If you want to rent something out 
legitimately just for temporary transient use, then you need to go to 
DCRA, and you need to get a hotel license basically,” says Joel Cohn, 
legislative director of the D.C. Office of the Tenant Advocate, t.k. 


Slew of sites make 
it easier to rent your 
home to travelers 

Would you ever post an ad on the 
Internet inviting strangers to pay 
you to use rooms in your home — 
like a hotel? 

That’s exactly what Donna 
Reynolds did in late 2009 after 
retiring from 33 years as a phone 
company cable splicer. She read a 
newspaper story about websites 
where people rent out part or all 
of their home to travelers. She 
thought it sounded like something 


fun to try. 

In today’s hyper-connect- 
ed culture — where virtual and 
real worlds collide — sites such as 
Airbnb.com, Wimdu.com and 


Roomorama.com are allowing 
people across the globe to open up 
their homes to visitors. 

Reynolds, 59, was looking for 
a new adventure. She had three 


extra rooms in her house in Hyatts- 
ville, Md., so she posted a listing on 
Airbnb: up to three rooms avail- 
able for only $60 per night. “I’m not 
doing this so much for the money 
— although that’s a big help,” she 
says. “So I keep it really cheap.” 

Within a month, she got a 
few nibbles, and by the following 
spring, travelers from as far away 
as China and Africa were coming 
to stay with Reynolds. 

The house can accommodate 
as many as 15 people, so a lot of 
her guests are families. Many are 
home-schooling their children and 
visit D.C. for its educational value. 

“I’m having the time of my life,” 
Reynolds says. “The stories you 
hear from people? It’s just been 
incredible.” 

You don’t have to own your 
place to participate in the short- 
term renting craze. Even renters 
can share their empty beds and 
couches with others. 

To make some extra money 
during the inauguration in Jan- 


uary, Jay Vilar, 34, tried Airbnb 
for the first time. He and his boy- 
friend rented their leased Colum- 
bia Heights three-story rowhouse 
to a group of five. 

“We could not have asked for 
better renters,” Vilar says. “They 
were 100 percent respectful of the 
house.” 

In addition to cleaning up after 
themselves (including washing 
and folding their sheets), the rent- 
ers left a list of things they used in 
the kitchen such as milk and but- 
ter. “They even said. We took four 
shots of your whiskey,’ ” Vilar says. 

Because all potential guests 
might not be quite so perfect, the 
short-term rental websites offer 
screening systems to help hosts 
evaluate guests (and vice versa). 

On each website, individuals 
create profile pages where they can 
provide photos and a bit of person- 
al information. Guests and hosts 
can then post reviews of each other, 
which other members can view to

help determine if they might be a 
good match. 

“I will easily feel comfortable 
with [potential guests] if they’ve 
stayed with other people on 
Airbnb and they have reviews,” 
says Melissa Torres, who has used 
Airbnb as both a host and a guest 
for more than four years. 

Torres rents out her entire 
Logan Circle loft when she trav- 
els or just her sofa bed when she’s 
home in D.C. She chats with poten- 
tial guests via email and does a lit- 
tle Google research before accept- 
ing any reservations. 

When it’s the sofa bed up for 
grabs, Torres says she’s more com- 
fortable renting to women. “There’s 
the issue of toilet etiquette, and 
just bathroom and general priva- 
cy,” she says.

Torres lists on Airbnb as well as 
Roomorama.com, a European site. 
“I like a European tourist, more so 
sometimes than an American tour- 
ist,” she says. While home sharing 
is relatively new in the U.S., it’s 
been a popular way for Europe- 
ans and Australians to travel for 
a long time. “I think little by little, 
Airbnb has kind of opened that 
door to Americans,” Torres says. 

For additional peace of mind, 
some websites offer insurance 
against damage to your home. But 
host beware: Be sure to read the 
fine print to make sure you know 
what is covered and whether your 
location is even eligible. 

Airbnb provides what they call a 
“Host Guarantee.” They will reim- 
burse hosts up to $1 million for 
property damage or theft, with the 
exception of things such as cash, 
jewelry, rare artwork and pets.

“It’s a good idea to put in a safe 
or firebox for all your small valu- 
ables and important documents,” 
says Emily Joffrion,Airbnb’s com- 
munications director. She encour- 
ages hosts to buy their own tradi- 
tional home liability insurance in 
addition to Airbnb’s protection. 

In addition to safety and secu- 
rity concerns, landlord-tenant laws 
can make short-term rentals diffi- 
cult and, in some areas, potentially 
illegal. The New York Times report- 
ed in November that some hosts in 
the U.S. were facing fines in the tens 
of thousands of dollars for renting 
their homes through Airbnb. 

“The laws vary from city to city, 
building to building, unit to unit,” 
Airbnb’s Joffrion says. (See box on 
previous page for D.G. laws.) 

Despite these potential licens- 
ing hoops and the possibility of 
property damage or worse, the 
rewards of short-term renting far 
outweigh the risks to Torres. But 
if you want to try it, she says you 
need to be the right kind of per- 
son. “If people are very attached 
to their things, and they are going 
to be nosy and annoying to their 
guests, then I don’t recommend 
that they do it,” Torres says. 

“You’ve got to love people, and 
you’ve got to appreciate things 
like sharing your home and shar- 
ing your things with people,” she

Arrisueno lives at 52 O Studios (52 O 
St. NW, 202-232-1063, 52ostreetstudios 
.org), one of Washington’s oldest artist 
lofts. Built in 1914, the four-story brick 
building began its life as a warehouse just 
west of North Capitol Street. Today, it fea- 
tures rentable studios along with units that 
function as “live/work spaces.” 

Arrisueno, who produces an array of 
stylish knits for her company, DeNada 
(Denadadesign.com), started her career 
in one of the apartments with her hus- 
band, an artist who also works from home. 

That means she, like other Washingto- 
nians who make and sell art from home, 
has had to make her space serve double 
duty. Luckily for her, there are some fair- 
ly painless ways to turn your living space 
into your workspace. 

When she first moved in, Arrisue- 
ho focused on keeping her apartment as 
organized as she possibly could. “I would 
pack up and put everything away to make 
sure we could live and function,” she says. 

The major challenge was finding room 
for her extra inventory and staff. It was 
tough enough to find a spot for her extra 
scarves, leg warmers and hats, so she and 
her husband have since rented out the 
workspace next-door. Arrisueho says it’s 
a great compromise — she can measure

her commute in feet, ideal for the 
24/7 small-business life. 

For those who aren’t so lucky, 
she advises carving out an area in 
your home that’s exclusive to your 
business.

— keeping another space for where 
you keep your supplies.” 

It’s a challenge Rachel Pfeffer 
knows well. 

Pfeffer, 26, designs and cre- 
ates funky jewelry, including rings 
shaped like bicycles, gold D.C. flag 
necklaces, and earrings in the shape 
of fish bones (with hearts for tails).

And she does it all from the living 
room of her one-bedroom apart- 
ment in Adams Morgan (though 
she spends occasional days at craft 
fairs or pop-up stores such as Gin- 
ger Root or Crafty Bastards).

“I live in an apartment with my 
husband, and he’s very forgiving,” 
she says.

New Laws Could Help Home Chefs 

For many home chefs, the biggest obstacle to success isn’t figuring out 
how to nnake 200 cupcakes in a galley kitchen. With a couple of exceptions, it 
is currently illegal to prepare food for connnnercial sale in a D.C. honne kitchen. 
However, the D.C. Council is considering a nneasure that would allow bakers and 
others who nnake less than $25,000 a year to prepare food in their kitchen, as 
long as the food is properly labeled and follows safety regulations. Beer brewers 
and at-honne vintners are already allowed to produce their goods in that way. 

“The legislation offers people sonne good opportunities to get one foot on the 
ladder without taking too nnany risks," says Niall Cooper, who has been testing 
recipes at honne and plans to open a brick-and-nnortar bakery this spring. 

Maryland has sinnilar laws, but Virginia is less stringent. Check with your 
local health departnnent to find out what the laws are in your area. a.e. 


launched her business in Boston 
two years ago. “I try to keep them 
clean,” she says. “But within an 
hour they get covered with boxes 
and tools and little pieces of metal.” 

And when all else fails, hide 
your mess away. “Invest in some 
nice storage containers,” Pfeffer 
advises. “This will make it look 


pretty when you’re trying to hide 
your mess.” 

Aspiring chefs have an even big- 
ger challenge — they need to cram 
into whatever kitchen they’ve got. 

Niall Cooper plans to open Bake- 
house (Bakehousedc.com), a brick- 
and-mortar bakery at 1407 T St. NW, 
this spring. Cooper and his business 


partner (and wife), Lindsey Morse, 
spent years testing recipes in their 
kitchen, making small batches for 
friends to taste or to serve at pri- 
vate events. They also offered up 
their delicacies at farmers markets. 

“We thought of our kitchen as 
a half-way house where you host 
or take part in a private event,” 
he says. 

Cooper says Morse is used to 
cooking in a professional kitch- 
en. But adapting to the obstacles 
of home cooking hasn’t posed too 
much of a challenge. 

Still, no matter how organized 
you are, it can be hard to keep your 
home business from bleeding into 
most of the rooms of your house. 
Rania Hassan of GoshDarnKnits 
(Raniahassan.com) and her hus- 
band share the three-bedroom 
home they own in Bloomingda- 
le. Both are artists, and Hassan

Tax Tips for the Self-Employed 


One of the biggest challenges for 

the self-employed is filling out tax 
forms. Are you missing important 
deductions or deducting too much? 

Don’t fret. Here are some tips 
from Kristie Arslan, CEO of the 
National Association for the Self- 
Employed: 

o If you work from home, you can 
deduct some portion of the money 


you spend on your mortgage or 
rent, along with what you pay for 
electricity, heat and Internet 
service. Keep photocopies of these 
bills in a separate folder so they’re 
accessible come tax time. 

a The portion of home payments 
and bills you can deduct is 
proportionate to how much space 
your office takes up. So if you have

a 100 -square-foot home office in a 
500-square-foot apartment, you 
can deduct 20 percent of your rent 
and expenses. 

» In order to deduct a portion of 
your home expenses, your 
workspace needs to be used 
exclusively by you for your work 
and you need to be using that space 
regularly. 


w If possible, pay for business 
expenses separately from home 
expenses. This goes for big things, 
such as installing a separate 
Internet and phone line for your 
business, as well as small things, 
such as paying for separate sets of 
office supplies. 

» By the 2013 tax season (the one 
you worry about in 2014), this is 
all going to get easier. The IRS is 
introducing a standard $1,500 
deduction for the self-employed.

Franchise reboots are multiply- 
ing at an alarming rate. Take, for 
example, the 2009 “G.L Joe: The 
Rise of Cobra,” which was annihi- 
lated by critics but performed well 
at the box office. “G.L Joe: Retalia- 
tion” is the reboot. Except it’s not. 

There’s a new director, Jon M. 
Chu — the man behind a couple 
“Step Up” installments and the 
Justin Bieber documentary — and 
“Zombieland” writers Rhett Reese 
and Paul Wernick. But rather than 
wiping the slate clean, the filmmak- 
ers integrate seemingly random ele- 
ments from the last film. 

As the movie opens, Channing 
Tatum’s character, Duke, leads his 
team to Pakistan on what turns out 
to be a suicide mission ordered by 
a fake president. But this villain 
underestimates the Joes, and a few 
survive, including the new de facto 
commander. Roadblock (Dwayne 
Johnson). Now the target of the U.S. 
government, the group has to go 
off the grid to investigate. All the

The movie poster for “The Host,” 
opening Friday, features your 
typical teen-love-triangle image: 
Saoirse Ronan is front and center 
with a thousand-yard stare, while 
co-stars Jake Abel and Max Irons 
gaze at her longingly from oppo- 
site sides.

her way to Melanie’s uncle’s desert 
stronghold, Ian is the first to dis- 
cover her, nearly dead from thirst. 
It’s not exactly love at first sight. 

“My first instinct is to kill her,” 
Abel says. “That’s the procedure [to 
follow in cases of alien possession]. 
So to get over that was something 
very interesting to explore: When 
and how does this enemy start to 
get under his skin?” 

For Jared, the problems start 
after Melanie/Wanda is brought 
to the cave in the desert, where he 
greets the alien-in-his-ex’s-body 
with a solid slap.

apart are the layers of conflict. Even

Anti-Bella 

Oh, how I hate Bella 
Swan. The heroine of the 
“Twilight” saga offends me 
as a woman, as a feminist 
and, most importantly, 
as a “Buffy” fan. I could 
go on and on [and on and 
on] with specific reasons 
Bella makes me crazy, but 
essentially what bugs me 
is that Bella, throughout 
most of the series, is 
defined by what she is not: 
She’s more NOT a vampire 
than she IS a human. What 
she is isn’t enough when 
compared to Edward. She 
is what she lacks. 


The bitter aftertaste of “Twilight” 
loomed over me when I saw “The 
Host,” adapted from a book written 
by “Twilight” author Stephenie 
Meyer. (Let’s be honest here. I saw 
it only because I was going to be 
interviewing the two male leads, 
who are not exactly un-handsome.) 
And while “The Host” won’t win 
any awards and didn’t quite win my 
heart, I was pleasantiy surprised by 
the strength of the main character. 

Or characters. See, there’s Mela- 


nie (Saoirse Ronan), a human who 
fights against parasitic alien invad- 
ers. And then there’s Wanda (short 
for Wanderer), the parasitic alien 
invader that has taken over Mel- 
anie’s body. Melanie’s conscious- 
ness still hangs around, shouting 
inside Melanie/Wanda’s head with 
an uneven Louisiana accent. 

What’s impressive about the two 
women is that, though they share 
a body, their strengths are entire- 
ly separate but equally valuable. 


Melanie is bright and crafty and 
fiery; Wanda operates with a sense 
of inner peace and confidence (the 
aliens are not a violent force, but 
instead aim to eliminate conflict 
on Earth). And both women have 
a fully developed character arc; it’s 
hard enough to find a film that fea- 
tures one woman with as many lay- 
ers as Wanda and Melanie have. 

Bella may be Meyer’s most 
famous female creation, but Wanda 
and Melanie are twice as good.

The Croods 

(PG, 92 MINUTES) Think of this as the story 
of “The Flintstones," before that modern 
StoneAgefamilygot.well, modern. Hunter- 
gatherers Grug Crood (voice of Nicolas Cage) 
and his wife, Ugga, don't live in an amenity- 
filled house but in a dark, depressing cave. 
Driving the story forward is the character 
of Eep, a restless teen. Sneaking out of the 
cave one night, Eep encounters Guy, a more 
advanced, Homo-sapiens-like adolescent 
who has discovered that the world as Eep 
knows it is coming to an end, thanks to 
shifting continental land masses. “The 
Croods" is lightfare, but it explores aserious 
theme: the importance of cooperation in the 
formation of human society, m.o. 

Identity Thief
